Another year has passed since the dis­ 
appearance in New 
York 
of 
Dorothy 


Arnold, the young woman who left her 
home on a winter morning, is known to 
have stopped at a book store and bought 
a book, and then walked out into a 
crowded street to disappear. 
Each anni­ 
versary of her departure 
into 
the un­ 
known is made the occasion of comment 
on this “ case of the 5,000 clues,” not one 
of which lead to the solution of tlie mys­ 
tery. 
Public interest in the case continues. 


Captain John G. Stein, head of the mis­ 
sing persons bureau of the New York po­ 
lice, says that during the past year a 
dozen supposed clues were given him. 
Not one was of any value. 
He regards 


the case of Dorothy Arnold as one of the 
greatest of unsolved mysteries. 
His ver­ 
dict upon it is that nobody knows what 
became of her, and anybody who says he 
knows is merely guessing. 
There must be many disappeaiances 


that remain unsolved mysteries. Dorothy 
Arnold was of a social standing that caus­ 
ed her case to be given great publicity. 
People in humble station may disappear 
without becoming headliners in the news 
of the day. The police do not forget them. 
Their cases are held open. 
But they are 


not annually brought to public attention. 
It is true that, thanks to the efforts of 


the police and social agents such as that 
of the Salvation Army, many missing per­ 
sons aji’e promptly traced. 
It is also true 


that many among the missing end their 
cases by returning home. 
But in a coun­ 
try with a population of 130 million there 
must be large numbers who drop out of 
sight, never to be heard from again. Seen 
from that point of view, the case of Dor­ 
othy Arnold is far from being unique.
